not lobe his nerve falls into a panic 
when the 
operation is 
reversed, 


when having sold a stock before he 
bought it he sees the price advance. 
. This is a trait of human nature 
! which it is almost 
impossible 
to 


eradicate by any amount of naming. 


The chances are that those dab- 


blers m tho market who have come 
to believe that it owes them a living 
will incur losses if they try the short 
side. Why this is true with some 
cxplanatiou of the methods employed 
in short selling will bo discussed in 
the articles immediately to follow in 
this series.

Madison—The occurrence of rabies 


in "Wisconsin now prevalent In a 
number of counties is nothing new. 
Unless stringent measures are tak- 
en, however. Wisconsin will have the 
largest crop of rabies in the history 
of the state this year. Yigilence on 
the part of the public will wipe out 
the menace, declares the education- 
al committee of the Wisconsin "State 
Medical Society 
in an 
authorized 


statement issued today. 


The first laboratory diagnosis of 


this disease was made in the Labora- 
tory of Hygiene at Madison- in 1903. 
Since that time its prevalence has 
had an up and down course; the peo- 
ple tolerating it if it was not pre- 
valent enough to cause heavy losses 
uiuong mo blocK uuu 
no human 


cases. The disease is not report- 
able and except for a do? license 
law passed by the 1919 legislature 
and modified in 19*1. no concerted ef- 
fort has been made to prevent its 
spread or to stamp it out. The dis- 
ease continued to increase until 1911 
when eighty-sever out of a total of 
one hundred sixty four examinations 
were reported positive. 


At this time there came a lull, the 


disease declining, until in 1915 the 
head of onlj- one animal was diagnos- 
ed positive.' 
This decline was evi- 


dently due to seme alarm activity I 
which prevented 
the stray 
dog 


i.'uisance and local communities en- 
forcing a leash and 
muzzle ordi- 


nance. 
As the disease died out. 


only a few cases occurring here and 
there, vigilance relaxed and in 1917 
the disease began to appear again. 
It continued to increase until 191S 
when the laboratory diagnosed thirtj 
three positive cases in animals. 


"At this point there v.'as another 


decline due again to an alarm ac- 
tivity which promptly subsided when 
the disease was reduced to the point 
where the loss in live stork was not 
of great economic importance and no 
human cases were occurring." de- 


clares the medical statement. "The 
laboratory diagnosed not a single 
case in 1924. 


''Preventive measures 
had not 


been enforced with sufficient vigil- 
ance to completely suppress the dis- 
ease and so the number of caj.es be- 
gun again gradually to increase from 
1920 until the present time. During 
the last six months there have been

animal heads

rabies by laboratory 
examination 


and there have been many that died 
from this cause that were never sub- 
mitted for laboratory diagnosis.

It costs the taxpayers no more to 


operate a classroom with a hundred 
per cent attendance than it does with a 
ninety per cent. In the latter case the 
schools are being operated at a ten per 
cent loss. The importance of this fact 
may never have occurred to 
parents. 


There are those who are even inclined 
to consider the school meddlesome if it 
tries to keep close check on absentees. 
They regard it as an encroachment on 
their individual rights. They consider 
the school a place where children are 
to be taught when it is convenient for 
them to attend. 


The financial loss is not the only 


consideration. There is the handicap to 
the pupil through scattered absences, 
as well as the lowering of the efficien- 
cy and progress of the entire class. No 
business enterprise would tolerate the 
percentage of absence and tardiness 
experienced in the schools. It would 
be too disorganizing to be profitable. 
Parents should be impressed with the 
importance of punctual and regular 
attendance, not only as a benefit to the 
child, a duty to the regular attendants 
and a service to the community in get- 
ting the maximum value out of school 
funds, but also as a factor in habit- 
training. It helps build a ^sense of re- 
sponsibility and dependability in the 
pupil. 


The great burden of responsibility 


for attendance now falls, necessarily, 
on the teacher. She has, of course, co- 
•opcration from various agencies, such 
as the visiting or home teacher, 
at- 


tendance officers, etc., yet the major 
part of the task of keeping the class- 
room filled,is on her shoulders. 
She 


must.face the monthly attendance per- 
centage, a barometer registering 
the 


interest generated in the classroom 
and the vigor with which the teacher 
follows up absences and insists on 
prompt and regular attendance. When 
the energy of the teacher is directed to- 
ward the attendance problem, it is be- 
ing diverted from that supply which 
should be applied to her teaching pow- 
er, or else is depicting the reserve en- 
ergy, as essential in a teacher as is the 
cash reserve in a business or industry. 
It would seem, therefore, that the 
home should take more seriously this 
shifting to the teacher of an added bur- 
den. It remains hers to do if the home 
does not do it. If she has concern for 
her own record, for the interests of 
other pupils and for the community 
making school finances possible, she 
has no alternative. 


Educating the child should be a co- 


operative labor divided between school 
and home. The responsibility of pupil 
attendance rests on the parent and 
ought not to be shifted on the school.

midity in an average dwelling in the 
season when artificial heating is in 
use. The only practical way I know 
to accomplish 
this is by means of 


suitable tanks or reservoirs of wa- 
ter on radiators, registers, stove or 
furnace; with many yards of an ab- 
sorbent wicking suspended over and 
dipping in the water, and the whole 
covered with a cover so arranged as 
to perrtut the 
warm air to 
pass 


through the 'chamber 
where the 


wicking is Suspended and thence in- 
to the room. One needs such a con- 
traption on each of a dozen or more 
radiators, if there are that many ra- 
diators in the house. Even a single 
humidifier of this sort will evapor- 
ate two or three gallons of water a 
day, 
and that helps some, in a small

In the Assembly, members of the 


joint finance committee reported that

That information, coupled with 


the Senate's action on the budget 
and highway bills, has led to a feel- 
ing of optimism for an early ad- 
journment of the session.

Planting sweetpeas on Good Fri- 


day or in rows running only north 
and south has nothing to do trltfc 
the quantity or beauty of the flow- 
ers, says Herman Holtz. 1221 \V. 
Elsie-st, who has produced sweet- 
pea vines seven feet high with stems 
cointalning four blossoms. 


"Tb« old saying that sweetpeas 


should be panted on Good Friday 
does not hold true," says Mr. Holtz, 
"for often the frost is still In the 
ground at that time. They should 
be seeded as early as possible, but 
the soil should be dried oft a little 
so that it can be worked up well. I 
find that.seed put in ground that is 


yet if 


the ground is too dry it will cake. 


NEED PLENTY OF AIR 


"Another old saying is that sweet- 


pea rows should run north 
and 


south, but I flnd this is not neces- 
sary. I have planted 
them both 


ways and have had success in either 
case. When the rows are running 
east and west I plant a row of some 
medium sizo flower, such as astors 
or zinnias, to protect the roots from 
the hot sun. Sweetpeas like lots of 
sunlight and air and planting them 
under a tree or against the side of 
a building keeps the air from going 
through them." 


The sweetpea is the favorite flow- 


er of Mr. Holtz who feels that noth- 
ing makes a home more attractive 
than a beautiful 
lawn, well-kept 


shrubbery and quantities of flow- 
ers. 


"The sweetpea is one of the eas- 


iest growing flowers," he says, "if 
they are planted right and given a 
little care. The early variety, which 
blossoms about two weeks ahead of 
the late variety, is not as hardy a 
flower, nor as large as the ruffled 
and doubled blossoms of the laler 
flower." 
In preparing the ground for" the 


seed Mr. Holtz digs a trench about 
18 inches deep and about 10 to 12 
inches wide. In the trench he places 
some well-rotted manure mixed with 
straw litter or old leaves and some 
earth, until the trench is about six 
to eight inches deep. Then he plants 
the seeds, about 10 inches apart, in 
order to give the roots plenty of 
room. The seeds are covered with 
about two inches of loose ground 
worked up with barnyard or sheep 
manure, or, if this cannot bo ob- 
tained, bone meal or a good commer- 
cial fertilizer. The trench is arrang- 
ed so that water can drain off. 


"When the sweetpeas come through 


the ground Mr. Holtz 
adds more 


ground now and then' until .the sap 
of the trench is two inches lower 
than the surface. This makes it pos- 
sible for the water to drain -to the 
roots of the plants. If the plants arc 
hilled, the water -will dra'n away 
from the plant instead of down to 
the roots. The straw'and manure lit- 
ter at the- bottom 
of- the 
trench 


keeps the ground loose and gives the 
roots a chance to work downward. 
In this way the roots draw moxe 
moisture from the, ground and are 
protected from the sun.

status and operations of each station. 
The most Important ot the legal In-

Colonel Lindbergh made his mem- 
orable flight, but we missed seeing 
him as his plane passed como 50 
miles to the north of us. \Ve were on 
the watch for Nungesser and Coll, 
who were lost, and when the Ger- 
man tilers s-tnrted on their first trip 
we did not know they turned back. 
For dJ hours we maintained a watch 
but all we saw was what actually 
turned out to be the planet Venus. 


Finally my vigils were rewarded 


when, off the coast of Ireland. I 
spotted a plane coming toward the 
America. When it soared over the. 
ship I could read the name "Friend- 
ship." That giivn mo a thrill for I 
knew it was Miss Earhart and her 
companions. I felt that they wero 
lost. 1 could see an aerial wire hang- 
ing from the. plane and endeavored 
to rcncli her by radio but was un- 
successful, afterward learning that 
their radio equipment wax out 
of 


order. Aa they flew over our ship a 
second time they dropped a note but 
tho wind carried it into the sea. Im- 
mediately I thought ot printing our 
position with whitewash on the boat 
deck but before this could be. accom- 
plished they tped off in tho direction 
of Liverpool. 


I sent a flash to The Associated 


Press, letting the world know that 
the trio was Mill aloft and headed in 
the direction of land and probable 
safety.
